On its’ first apearance -“Btalky 
and Co.” was hotly attacked by 
school-masters and other ‘critics 
as not only unedifying but. untrue 
to life.

Kipling represented them. ' We 
have now the authority of Stalky 
himself—the real Stalky, General 
Dunsterville, who is so delightful 
a character. that the fictitious 
Stalky must at times feel jealous of 
him as a rival—affirming that Mr. 

They 
were right, at least, up to a point, 
“Stalky and Co.” was a picture, not 
of English school-life, but of. life 
at one particular. English school. 
“Soon after the issue of that book,” 
snys General Dunaterville, “I read 
frequent letters In the papers from 
.old boys of varions fanious public 
schools, informing the world that 
their schools were not in the lenst 
like that. Of course they weren't.” 
Thero was fortunately only one 
Westward. Ho College, and, equally 
fortunately, Stalky, .MeTurk, and 


Rudyard Kipling were from the be- 


ginning of the world destined to 
go to it. , : 

It was a kind of: makeshift 
school, founded by “a lot of old Ad- 
mirals and Generals” who were too 
poor to send their sons to an ordin- 
ary public school.

Belgrade— General Damjan 
Popovitch, one of the chief. con- 
apirators in the revolt which ond- 
ed in the assassination ‘of King 
Alexander of Serbin and Quean 
Draga ijn 1903, has died here. . 

The general, who was seventy- 
one years: of age, had Hved in 
seclusion for some time, as ho had 
fallen -into ‘diafavour. 

Tho assassination -of tho Ser- 
bian king and queen In ‘the palace 
at Belgrade in June.1903 shocked 
the whole world. 

General Popovitch way regarded 
as the arch-consptrator in the mili- 
tary plot against King Alexander 
and Queen Drags, The qucen, 
who had been a Indy-in-waiting ‘to 
the king’s mother, was the special 
object of the army's hatred, 

It was originally intended to kid-

“As, how- 
ever, our ship was a wreck, ‘and 
all weapons on board. had been 
destroyed, there could be no talk 
of surrender, The flag was. haul- 
ed down because-2 wreck has no 
longer any right to fly it, and fur- 
ther bloodshed was useless and 
could not be justified. On run- 
ning on to the reef, the flag had 
been forgotten, as, God knows, 

other work...was more pressing, 
and it did not occur to any of us 
that a flag at the maintop of a 
wreck would be taken as a reason 
for resuming the bombardment.” 

Whether this explanation will 
sound convincing to British ears, 
remains to be seen. 

Internment at Malta, 

The author complains of the 
treatment of the’ crew when pri- 
sonevs of war at Malta: .“The 
English had also interned here 
nationalist Egyptians and Arabs, 
and pro-German Greeks. Any- 
‘body who did not.forward Eng- 
lish interests, or. opposed them, 
was imprisoned. The English 
seized all without consideration, 
If in.Germany and Austria we 
had imprisoned, at the. beginning 
of the war, all suspicious persons, 
espionage would have been sooner 
brought to an end.” 

Of the attack upon the war- 
ships in Pulo—Penang harbour, 
Prince Franz Joseph writes: “The 
first wish: of everyone in the 
“Bmden”. had always . been to 
come up against an enemy war- 
ship. The sinking of merchant- 
men was. quite all right, but it 
was no deed of arms for a man to 
be properly proud of! . A fight 
with similar weapons gave every-| 
Body satisfaction, as a trial of the 
fitness of the ship, her officers and 
men, 

“Many readers may perhaps 
ask why we had not long ago set 
out to took for enémy’ warships. 
To this I would give the only an- 
awer, that this is not the proper 
duty of a cruiser on foreign sta- 
tion. Our orders were quite de- 
finite—to destroy ‘the, enemy‘s 
trade.”

And—here 
comes.in the higher. quality of our 
faithfulness—if we did notice it we|: 
would make no public display of 
the fact. Whereas an Italian aou- 
dience, quicker to detect flaws, is 
also more enraged by them—this 
disappoints me now, and I must 
hit it, even though I fondled it 
because it then pleased me. Those 
frank-hearted Italians!’
